“The  original  impetus  for  the 
changes  came  from  the  General 
Board  in  Oct.,  1966,”  said  Robison. 
“The  exact  determination  of  the 
program  for  each  ward  has,  of 
course,  been  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  Bishopric  and  MIA  leaders  of 
that  ward.” 

The  new  campus  MIA  program 
is  the  outcome  of  scores  of  previ- 
ous consultations  and  has  been  de- 
signed exclusively  for  college 
campuses  as  well  as  BYU. 

“Campus  MIA  is  the  adoption  of 
a program  which  will  speak  ef- 
fectively to  mature  students  and 
also  prepare  them  to  assume  lead- 
ing roles  in  church  MIA  programs 
after  leaving  BYU,”  Robison 
noted. 

“The  MIA  is  an  auxilliary  to  the 
priesthood,”  said  Jim  Wilson, 
campus  MIA  publicity  director, 
“and  this  program  intends  to  put 
the  gospel  into  workshops.” 

“These  workshops  will  be  inter- 
spread with  revitalized  discussion 
groups,  general  activities  and  the 
kinds  of  social  excitement  tradi- 
tional to  progressive  campus  MIA 
programs,”  explained  Robison. 

The  usual  one  and  one-half  hour 
MIA  will  not  be  lengthened  to  en- 
close the  action-packed  program. 
Instead  the  division  of  the  time 
will  take  a tumbling.

The  Japanese  Olympic  basket- 
ball team  proved  one  thing  last 
night  against  BYU.  Nipponese  bas- 
ketball has  come  a long  way  since 
last  Saturday.  About  19  points  far- 
ther to  be  exact. 

The  Cougars  downed  the  Japan- 
ese, 90-72.  Last  weekend  in  Salt 
Lake  City  against  the  University’ 
of  Utah,  the  Olympians  fell  by  a 
score  of  92-55.  a 37-point  margin 
compared  to  only  an  18-point  defi- 
cit against  the  Provo  club. 

Midway  through  the  first  half, 
it  looked  as  though  the  Japanese 
were  going  to  be  humiliated  even 
worse  than  they  were  at  the  hands 
of  the  Utes. 

SAVE  FACE 

However,  the  visitors  managed 
to  save  face  by  coming  through 
with  a 49-point  second  half  out- 


put which  was  actually  more  pro- 
ductive than  BYU’s  total  after  the 
intermission.  Incidentally,  the  Cou- 
gars’ first  half  total  was  only  46 
points. 

It  would  be  an  understatement  to 
say  that  the  Mountain  Cats  started 
fast.  They  held  a 20-point  lead  with 
8:04  left  in  the  first  half.  The  game 
was  such  a runaway  before  the  in- 
termission that  Coach  Stan  Watts 
pulled  out  all  his  starters  with 
7:47  left  to  play  in  the  half. 

Senior  Neil  Roberts  was  the  scor- 
ing hero  for  BYU.  The  6’  5”  for- 
ward from  Cedar  City  meshed  26 
points  before  being  lifted  with  3:16 
remaining  in  the  contest.  He  made 
good  on  four  of  four  from  the  free 
throw  line  and  canned  11  of  16 
shots  from  the  floor. 

Fumihiko  Moroyama  led  the  vis- 
itors’ scoring  attack  with  15  points.

The  New  Left  seems  to  be  bubbling 
out  of  the  campuses  across  the  nation. 

What  is  the  New  Left  ? 

Obviously  it  is  something  political  and 
highly  liberal  in  thought. 

Other  than  that  — we  can’t  really  say. 
Recently  we  returned  from  a conference  of 
the  United  States  Student  Press  Associa- 
tion in  Washington  D.C.  According  to  press 
reports  on  the  convention  of  500  editors  and 
managing  editors  of  university  college  news- 
papers — the  New  Left  was  very  prevalent 
at  the  conference. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  three-day  con- 
vention, a booklet  called  the  Generation  Gap 
was  passed  out. 

As  near  as  we  could  ascertain,  those 
who  organized  the  conference  were  under 
the  impression  that  a vast  difference  exists 
between  this  generation  and  the  one  which 
our  fathers  grew  up  in. 

We  agree.  There  is  a difference.  Many 
of  our  fathers  endured  what  is  fondly  called 
the  “Hungry  Thirties”  and  consequently 
struggled  for  a living,  while  most  of  us  grew 
up  in  a world  where  the  necessities  of  life 
were  taken  for  granted.  Thus,  we  admit  we 
probably  have  some  different  aspirations 
than  our  fathers  had. 

And  now  we  come  to  the  New  Left  and 
their  ideas  of  the  Generation  Gap. 

Members  of  the  association  vehemently 
stated  two  things.  One:  the  war  in  Viet 
Nam  is  wrong.  Two:  The  generation  gap 
existing  in  the  world  stops  members  of  the 
present  generation  from  communicating 
with  their  fathers. 

As  far  as  the  war  in  Viet  Nam  is  con- 
cerned we  agree  that  it  is  wrong.  Anything 
which  causes  needless  death  is  wrong.  We 
are  sorry  that  the  war  is  happening  — but

We  say  that  there  is  no  generation  gap 
and  the  New  Left  — the  part  of  it  which 
insists  there  is  a gap  — is  for  the  most  part 
wrong. 

The  New'  Left  could  better  serve  the 
present  generation  by  attempting  to  solve 
some  of  the  problems  the  world  has  rather 
than  to  point  the  problems  out  through 
demonstrations  and  petitions.  Especially 
when  most  of  the  world  is  already  aware 
of  the  problems. 

We  feel  that  the  only  gap  now'  existing 
in  the  minds  of  the  New  Left  is  PRECIS- 
LEY  between  their  left  and  right  ears.

Dear  Editor: 

While  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California  recently,  I 
had  occasion  to  talk  with  a pro- 
grammer for  a data  processing 
computer.  The  conversation  fo- 
cussed on  current  progress  in 
programming  bibliographies.  I 
was  told  “the  Russians  have  the 
best  bibliographies  in  the  world.” 
This  is  because  all  their  research 
must  go  through  a central  office 
where  it  is  not  only  censored  but 
also  organized,  categorized,  an- 
notated, bibliographed  and  pub- 
lished. Thus  a Russian  research- 
er finds  it  relatively  easy  to  sur- 
vey the  literature  on  any  topic. 

A student  at  BYU  w’ho  must 
meet  the  requirement  of  survey- 
ing the  literature  on  a social  sci- 
ence topic  is  faced  with  the  time- 
consuming  task  of  grubbing  and 
digging  through  mountains  of  re- 
corded research,  much  of  it  ab- 
stracted it  is  true,  but  only  super- 
ficially organized  so  that  most 
of  the  time  is  consumed  in  as- 
sembling materials.  The  work  of 
reading,  studying,  thinking,  eval- 
uating and  writing  must  be  com- 
pressed into  a fraction  of  the  time 
allotted  to  the  assignment. 

Must  this  always  be  so?  Indeed. 
I believe  it  is  necessarv  to  cor- 


rect this  if  we  expect  to  hold  our 
own  in  the  world.  Many  universi- 
ties are  turning  to  various  modes 
of  information  retrieval  as  means 
of  quick  access  to  accumulated 
knowledge.  Yes,  information  re- 
trieval is  a key  work  in  research 
today.  Therefore  let  us  see  what 
is  being  done  in  this  field  at  BYU. 

Annotated  bibliographies  on 
two  topics  have  been  compiled 
and  placed  in  the  Clark  Library, 
general  reference  desk,  ground 
level.  Frustration  and  anxiety  are 
the  two  topics  selected  as  being 
of  interest  to  students  of  three 
disciplines:  psychology,  sociology 
and  education.  Reference  to  these 
bibliographies  can  reduce  search- 
time by  many  days  and  hours  for 
students  in  these  areas  who  may 
be  worki^  on  weekly  papers, 
term  papers,

Bob  Tobler,  one  of  the  most 
widely-known  BYU  athletes  in  re- 
cent years,  has  been  transferred 
to  the  All-Army  track  training 
camp  at  Fort  Houston,  Texas. 

He  will  join  the  rest  of  the 
Army’s  track  elite  for  a 40-day 
intensive  training  program,  which 
will  include  tryouts  for  the  All- 
Army  Indoor  Track  Team. 

While  at  BYU,  Tobler  was  an 
outstanding  quarter-miler,  winning 
tile  WAC  title  as  a junior  in  1964  in 
46.0  seconds,  and  tying  with  Ari- 
zona State’s  Ulis  Williams  for  the 
NCAA  400-meter  championship  in 
the  same  year,  with  a time  of  45.9 
seconds. 

He  also  ran  the  220-yard  dash  at 
times,  posting  a best  of  21.0  around 
the  turn,  and  anchored  the  mile  re- 
lay team,  where  he  was  credited 
with  an  unofficial  44.8  sec.  lap. 

He  is  a native  of  Richfield,  Utah, 
and  is  married  to  the  former  Mari- 
anne Gleave.

Dr.  Robert  Hutchins,  former  President  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  and  founder  of  the  Great  Books  Program,  once 
said,  “To  destroy  our  Western  Civilization,  we  don’t  have  to 
burn  all  the  books.  We  merely  have  to  leave  them  unread  for 
one  generation.”  The  principal  problem  we  have  to  face  today, 
as  the  frontiers  of  human  knowledge  are  being  thrust  back,  is 
that  this  knowledge  is  being  committed  to  print,  and  it  must 
be  read  before  it  can  be  used. 

Advances  have  been  made  in  almost  every  field  of  human 
endeavor.  We  run  faster,  fly  higher,  and  dive  deeper,  but  we 
still  read  at  the  same  speed  that  our  grandparents  did : 300 
words  per  minute.  With  the  discovery  of  Reading  Dynamics, 
this  is  no  longer  necessary. 

The  whole  philosophy  of  learning  could  be  changed  if 
every  person  in  this  country  would  take  the  time  to  use  his 
dormant  capabilities  for  faster  reading.  No  industry  could  use 
the  same  standards  and  techniques  it  used  25  years  ago  an& 
expect  to  continue  in  existence.
